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LIFE MEMBERSHIP by Lloyd E. Wagaman TEC #33

Even though I am no longer an officer, or a board member of TEC 
I still receive some mail concerning the running of the club and 
asking my views on different issues. Although I appreciate the con¬ 
fidence shown in me by this mail I feel these questions should be 
directed to the President of TEC. 

One question that has been put to me a number of times is "if 
the ’Calif. Collectors of Elongateds', can have a 'Life Membership', 
why can't TEC?" I don't believe I have ever attended a regular board 
meeting, but what a life membership was discussed. So far I have 
been successful in arguing against life membership and none has been 
established. I will not be in future board meetings, but I hope 
those that are, will remember this article concerning life member¬ 
ship and act accordingly. 

When the Calif. Collectors of Elongateds first established their 
life membership I said it was a sad mistake. I also said that the 
future membership would suffer because of it. At that time their 
annual dues were $3.00 and life membership was set at $15.00. There 
is nothing wrong with a life membership if the cost is substantial 
enough to cover the benefits a member will receive over a life-time. 
For example a member joining at the age of 20, who lives to an av¬ 
erage age of 70, they then would receive 50 years of benefits for 
$15.00 for an average annual cost of 30 cents. This is ridiculous 
and wouldn't pay for the printer of the newsletter, much less pay 
the postage and all the other costs necessary to nm an efficient 
club. 

There are many well organized societies having successful life 
memberships, but there is one way and only one way to do it. A fee 
should be charged that is twenty times the annual dues rate. In the 
case of TEC, with a present annual dues rate of $5.00 the life mem¬ 
bership should be $5.00 x 20, or $100.00. This $100.00 should be 
deposited in a savings account and the interest would amount to as 
much or even a little more than the annual dues. In this was the 
member has the prestige of being a life member, also the convenience 
of never having to pay dues again. Yet the club will never suffer 
financially from it. 

As I write this I have before me the January 1976 issue of the 
C.C.E. newsletter which was the main thing that prompted me to write 
on this subject. They are experiencing some financial difficulty 
and in an attempt to get out of the hole have raised dues to $4.00 
annually, plus as assessment of $1.00 annually to life members. I 
have sent them my check for $4.00 and requested that my membership 
be reverted from "Life", back to regular member. I would never have 
signed up for life membership in the first place at a charge of only 
$15.00. My life membership was a gift from a friend. In closing 
this I would like to say I hope C.C.E. has discontinued taking life 
memberships.

With a population of barely 350,000 the 
Queen City of the Lakes could exult in this stupendous achivement. 
I also found out that in the history of the World Expositions, the 
Pan American has come to occupy a niche. The Pan American was the 
first to use electric lighting throughout the buildings and grounds. 
It also was the first to make extensive use of color and sculpture 
to achieve harmony in a general scheme of ornamentation. The Elec¬ 
tric Tower was 410 feet high. I have the Electric Tower and the 
Temple of Music elongated coins. I have in my collection the coin 
depicting the assasination of President McKinley. He addressed the 
Exposition crowds the day before his assasination. There is a lot 
more I could add to this writing, but I will leave it for another 
article maybe for the next issue of the TEC NEWS.

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SHOULD ELONGATED COINS BE CLEANED OR STRAIGHTENED?

Having collected elongated coins since 1965 I have received many 
inquiries from newer collectors on a variety of subjects concerning 
elongated coins. Perhaps the most often asked questions are, "Should 
I clean my elongateds", or "Should I straighten my elongateds?" Now 
I first want to say that I would not call myself an expert on the 
subject. I do feel that my years of experience entitles me to an 
opinion. Therefore the following is merely my own personal opinion 
and there may be any number of experts that disagree with me. 

When it comes to cleaning an elongated coin that is stained, 
corroded, or just plain dirty I am all in favor of it. Of course we 
all would like to think of our collection as an investment as well 
as a hobby and this is all good and as it should be. However my col¬ 
lection is a hobby first and an investment second. My first thought 
is to enjoy my collection and if it can prove to be profitable later 
then so much the better, but the profit idea Is secondary. Well, I 
just can’t understand anyone getting a collecting pleasure from an 
old cruddy looking coin, which in many cases a large part of the de¬ 
tail can not even be seen due to corrosion, stain, dirt or even oth¬ 
er sustances, such as paint, varnish, glue, adhesive from tape, or 
most any other substance you could name. My first thought of a dirty 
coin is to make it more desirable to myself. I like to think of my¬ 
self as an average human being and if this is so then making a coin 
more desirable to myself should also make it more desirable to the 
average person. 

I feel the same way about coin of the realm. When I purchase a 
coin I take consideration of the grading and also any nicks, bruises 
or cuts due to rough handling, but whether or not a coin has been 
cleaned doesn't even interest me. Most coin collectors will tell 
you a cleaned coin has been de-valued. I've never found one yet that 
will give a logical reason as why, other than just to say the coin 
won't bring as much. Now I strongly advise against an abrasive type 
of a cleaner, because the "wear" caused by the abrasive naturally 
lowers the grade. There are a number of "good" non-abrasive cleaners 
on the market today. I personally think the cleaned coin being de¬ 
valued has come about by collectors trying to buy the coin at a less 
price than that which the dealer is asking. I like my coins to be 
nice and bright, whether they are uncirculated or very worn they can 
still be desirable. In elongated coins there is much less contro¬ 
versy about cleaning than in coin of the realm. It is very seldom 
that an elongated coin advertised for sale, or auction is ever des- 
sribed as being cleaned. However its plain to see that many of them 
have been cleaned. My collection contains many cleaned coins and be¬ 
cause of it I enjoy them more. 

On the subject of straightening your elongated coins. I feel it 
is purely a matter of choice. I personally make every coin in my 
collection as flat as possible. My main reason for doing this is be¬ 
cause of the way I house my collection. My collection is housed in 
the three ring loose leaf binders. I use 20 pocket vinyl pages and 
by flattening out the coins I am able to get more pages in each 
album. I don't feel that this process would either raise or lower 
the value of the coin. 

Its much the same as cleaning, when ordering coins by mail or 
on mail bid sales. You never know until you get your order, whether

or not a coin has been cleaned or straightened and to me it really 
doesn't matter. 

This article is merely my personal opinion on the subject and 
you may heed or ignore it as to your choosing. However I want to 
state in closing this article that I most definately do both, clean¬ 
ing and straightening of my elongated coins.

THE BOOK OP DOTTIE DOW’S by Kazuma Oyama TEC #663 

Wahiawa, Hawaii 

It is now more than a year since I started collecting elongated 
coins. During this period of time I’ve stuck mostly to purchase of 
new issues, the main reason being, as the professor used to say, pe¬ 
cuniary circumstances beyond my control. Occasionally I've ventured 
into the "unknown" and participated in mail bids and mail order of 
older pieces, but always with a bit of apprehension because of the 
"mysterious" reference to Dottie Dow's book of which I didn’t know 
anything about. 

I finally got the chance to see one of Dottie Dow's books by 
borrowing a copy of "The Elongated Collector", from the American 
Numismatic Association Library. Any T.E.C. member who also belongs 
to the A.N.A. can borrow this book by writing to the A.N.A. Libra¬ 
rian. The cost of borrowing is minimal. Its just the two way cost 
of postage and insurance which in my case was a total of $1.02. If 
you are like me and can't afford to buy this out of print book, keep 
the A.N.A. in mind. It would be wonderful if TEC NEWS could get 
Dottie Dow's permission to print the book's first few pages which 
contain the Preface, Introduction and explanation of the coding 
system and restrikes and fantasies. Its a real education for us 
beginners who are just now getting into this fascinating hobby. 

Some things I gleaned from the book are: (a) There are 1,041 
illustrations of elongated coins from 32 states, Washington, D.C. 
Canada and England. Illinois leads with a total of 179 illustra¬ 
tions, including 134 of the 1933-34 Century of Progress Exposition 
and 20 of the Columbian Exposition of 1892-93. New York is second 
with 59, including 64 of their World’s Pair of 1939-40 and nine from 
their second World's Pair of 1964-65. California was third with 
104 illustrations from San Francisco to San Diego. 

Besides the above, there are several hundred illustrations of 
elongated coins on religion, politics, etc. There are 21 elongated 
coins of Franklin D. Roosevelt and 69 variations of design and/or 
words of the Lord's Prayer, including two in Spanish. 

I was thrilled to find a few illustrations of elongated coins 
that I have in my meager collection.

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THE MOST EXPENSIVE ELONGATED COIN by Lee Martin TEC #129 

Beaumont, Calif. 

How valuable is an elongated coin? If the elongated coin is of 
a personal interest, it is priceless. If the elongated coin is of 
very limited mintage, it should bring a price in relation to its 
cost plus profit. 

A silver elongated dollar is reportedly valued at $750.00. The 
world's rarest elongated coin, mintage one, produced by the Calif¬ 
ornia Collectors of Elongateds is certainly worth at least $200.00, 
but its value in publicity exceeds any price placed on the coin. In¬ 
cidentally, the club sold the cancelled versions of their coin and 
raised enough money to make a profit over the cost of the die. 

If you are interested in owning elongated coins with a profit 
potential, then pay attention to the following. Is the elongated 
coin subject dated? Was the die cancelled? How many were made and 
were any unusal denominations produced? Finally, how popular is the 
subject? The amount of demand is the most vital factor in a coin's 
price. The age of the die and coin has something to do with the 
price but if the die is still in use, the coin can never have too 
high a value. Dies do wear and it is possible that later releases 
can be identified and recognized as varieties with more or less cost 
depending on how many are available. 

The latter factor, availability does not always correspond with 
the original mintage statistic. The roller could have made more than 
indicated, or less. He or she may have destroyed some coins to 
create a rarity and the short sale period on the dated coins can 
affect the number available. 

To sum up, one should buy elongated coins for the pleasure of 
owning a subject of personal interest, but it never hurts to have a 
coin with a potential for profit. Elongated coins are generally in¬ 
expensive, rarely made in large numbers and they are the only true 
United States coins made on a regular basis with the apt description 
"true Commemoratives". No one can really state with certainty which 
elongated coin is the most costly, but this hobby offers many with 
the potential for a substantial increase in value. 


COLLECTING ELONGATED COINS by Gerry Braithwaite TEC #59

I read with interest the article by Lloyd Wagaman regarding the 
collecting of elongated coins and the specializing in a specific 
category. I agree 100% with what Lloyd had to say. 

I'm a charter member of TEC which means I've been riding along 
almost since it was first founded. I say "riding" because I'm not 
exactly what can be called an active member. Never the less I am 
interested and do enjoy the hobby. 

In a 1972 issue of TEC NEWS I wrote, "My elongated collection 
would be limited to just the ones that caught my fancy rather than 
every single one I could get my hands on." Thanks to Dottie Dow I 
started collecting around 1962, before TEC was even thought of. I 
still have many of Dottie's elongated coins, including the Flag Set, 
which I received in 1965.

I started the weeding process and when I wrote my article in 1972 I 
was down to 146 elongated coins from a total of well over 300. Now 
I’m back up to a total of 278 and there would have to be some twist¬ 
ing to get them away from me, because I can identify almost every 
one of them. In my mind each one has its own meaning. 

To conclude I heartily recommend that every one specialize, at 
least to a certain degree. There is no sense in trying to acquire 
every single elongated coins you hear of. Its pretty remote that 
anyone will ever be able to get a collection of every single elong¬ 
ated coin made as after awhile it will become a chore rather than 
pleasure. My elongated coins come from a dozen different rollers 
and to every one of these people I extend my gratitude for the 
pleasure and enjoyment that their elongated coins have given me. 


ROLLING IN PUBLIC by Eric Goodwin TEC #520 

Santa Ana, Calif. 

Forty years ago I attended the Texas 
Centennial in Dallas and the San Diego 
Exposition, but never saw any rollers 
there. Since that time I have never at¬ 
tended any World’s Fair or Exposition. So 
therefore it was a real pleasure to visit 
San Francisco’s Fishermans Wharf last 
summer and see three rollers, rolling out 
the coins in public within a one block area. The rollers were using 
a carnival like technique to attract the attention of passers-by. 
The operations are evidently very profitable as one roller told me 
he had made a $1,000 in one week rolling at a state fair. 

I understand that permits from the city of San Francisco are 
necessary and the only place in the city where they are presently 
issued for, are at the Fisherman's Wharf. The rental for the small 
area that a machine occupies varies from $40 to $400 and that is 
paid to the owner of the business establishment on which the roller 
places his machine. 

The machines used there have a slot at the top of the machine 
and the public cannot actually see their pennies pass through the 
rollers. Some people are skeptical that the penny actually is being 
stretched. 

At an amusement park in Long Beach there is a coin-operated 
machine that looks like a miniature rolling machine in operation but 
is actually a fake that only drops out a Lords Prayer previously 
rolled on a copper slug and therefore is only a vending machine, not 
an elongating machine. 

The rollers in San Francisco were not putting any material on 
one side of the coin to preserve the image and unless a very old 
coin was used the back was wiped out. I suggested that they put a 
backing on the coins and I understand they are doing this now, so 
that people realize a real penny is being stretched. I can foresee 
many more commercial operations of this type opening up on a year 
round basis in high traffic tourist areas. So far no one has been 
able to negotiate a contract at Disneyland. I am trying to interest 
a business man, on board the Queen Mary at Long Beach, into buying 
an elongating machine and turning out an elongated with the ships 
picture on it.

I take five elongated coins, drill a 3/32" hole in each end of 
each coin, connect them together with a link from a watch chain.

Under side 
must be coated with clear nail polish, shellac, or some such to pre¬ 
vent rubbing black on the arm from the pennies. The normal curva¬ 
ture of an elongated coin is just right to encircle the arm, using 
five elongated coins. I have made several of the wristlets, invar¬ 
iably including the appropriate zodiac sign elongated for the reci¬ 
pient.
